That so much of section three 
of an act entitled “an act to provide for the 
resumption of ¢oecie payme nts,’’ approved 
January 14, 1875, as requires the secretary 
of the treasury 10 redeem leg’l teuder 
notes tothe amount of 30 per centum of 
the sum of national bsnk notes issued to 
any banking association increasing its 
capital or ciculation, or to ary agso- 
‘lation newly organized or provided for in 
said section, and also so much of said 
section three as elated to or provided 
for the redemption in coin of the United 
States legal tender potes on and after Jan- 
uary 1, 1:79, and all other provisions of 
law incousisvent with this act, are hereby 
repealed. 

The bill is known as Payne's bill, but 
it materially differs from the Dill that 
Mr. Payne first offered. Both postpone 
resumption without day, and there the 
similarity ends. ‘lhe present bill calls 
for an accumulation of coin for resump- 
tion, but the annifal accumulation of 
three per cent in coin is to be counted as 
a partofthe sinking fund, which of 
course obviates any increase of taxation 
for res'.mption purposes. While the bill 
looks towards resumption aud paves the 
way perhaps for resumption at some ip - 
definite period in the future, it proposes 
a repeal of the impracticable-date named 
jo the present resumption act, and stops 
the ruinous retirement of greenbacks. 

While the first section of the bill 
would stop coutraction, the second 
section would prove a slight measure of 
inflation; for it would lead the banks to 
gradually make their leyal tender reserve 
one of coin, thus increasing to some ex- 
tent the amount of greenbacks in circu- 
lation. Gold will not circulate, while 
greenbacks will, und the effect of the 
secoud section Would inevitably increase 
the volume of currency. In cther words, 
it would drive into use $10,200 000 
of greenbacks a year, or nearly a million 
dollarsa month This is inflation in 
a mild form, but it would prove a de- 
clded relief after the ruinous course of 
contraction inflicted on the country by 
the ‘apitalists and bondholders acting 
through ibe republican party. 

The fate of the caucus bill is uncer- 
tain. It should bind the democratic 
party in congress, as it was adopted in 
the caucus by a vote of 69 to 46. T wen. 
ty-three senators and forty-three rep- 
resentatives voted in favor of the 
bik and one senator (Gen. 
Oockrel!) and forty-four representatives 
voted against it. It will doubtless paes 
the house, and if the senate rejects the 
metsure, the republican party must 
go before the country as the 
champion of the present resump- 
tion act. If the republicans desire 
such an issue the democrats certainly 
should not grumble. Altogeth- 
er the anew financial policy of 
the democratic party is nota bad one. 
We do not hesitate to say that it is a very 
satisfactory settlement of a difficult 
problem, It is a compromise that is just 
to all sections and all interests, and un- 
der it we should march harmoniously to

James W. Lee, presiding elder of the 
Atlanta district of the Georgia confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
(not the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south,) addressed the meeting of Metho- 
dist. preachers at No. 805 Broadway yes- 
terday morning, on the condition of 
missionary work among the freed- 
men. Mr. Lee, who is of south- 
ern birth, and served for three years in 
the army of Gen, Sherman, has for a. 
number of years beep engaged in mis- 
sionary aud educational work in middle 
aod southern Georgia, and is intimately 
acquainted with the gondition of both 
races in that section and throughout the 
south. The blacks, he says iu s large 
portion of the state are practically the 
serfs of the whites, while every where the 
attempt is made, and too often with the 
success, to limit their privileges, and pre- 
vent their proper education and develop- 
ment, The state of thingsis not as bad 
ag it Was coms 00 ago, when. in the 
counties along Flint river, it,was no un- 
common thing to see the 

CORPSES OF MURDERED NEGROES 
tied together and rotting in the suo, as a 
warning to their comrades against at- 
tempting the exercise of their rights. 
Along the line of the railroads, and iv 
the larger towns,there was now compar 
ative security for life and property, but 
in the interior districts the old spirit of 
violence was stll felt. It was only a 
short time ago that a ncble and gifted 
young female teachcr, o* middle Geor- 
gia, bad received a notice, signed by 
leading white citizens, ordering her to 
stop teaching aod leaye town,and threat- 
ening to burn the school house over her 
head and use personal violence in case 
she did not go. There were other in- 
stances : qually painful, and though he 
was a southerner himself,and prejudiced 
in favor of the south, he could net but 
deplore the spirit of ostracism and 
hatred with which all attempts at educat 
ing the freedmen were regarded by the 
whites. 

The society of which he was an agent, 
was by no means confined to the biacks 
alone, but did missionary work among 
peopie of all colors. In some parts of 
the border states the whites belonging to 
the church outnumbered the blacks, and 
in most instances the two colors posses- 
sed church organizations of their own. 
In the sixteen southern states, the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church had 875,000 mem 
bers, of whom 190,000 were white and 
185,000 colored. In the border states 
the majority of the members were white, 
and in Georgia and the cotton states to 
the southward the negroes | rgely pre- 
dominated. In Georgia they had forty- 
tive white ministers and sixty-seven col- 
ored mmisters, All their efforts to im- 
prove the material and moral state of 
the freedmen, Save in exceptional in- 
stances, were resisted by the w'ite de- 
cOuminations, and especially by the Meth- 
odist church seuth, which regarded the 
oorihern missionaries a8 iwtruders. 
in Georgia alone the Meth- 
odist church south had nominally 
some seventy thousand colored members, 
but the policy ef the denomination was 
one of ‘‘separation,” and wito the poor 
negrves excluded trom ail the benetits of 
their connection with the whites, their 
churches fell into disuse, and their con- 
wregatiops melted away. One of the 
most useful aide to the work of the socie- 
ty was the colored schools, which,ia many 
instances, were attached to the church, 
aud radiated au influence for cultivation 
and enlightenment to which the ex slaves 
had been hitherto strangers. He regarded 
the schools as «qually important with the 
churches, and their maintenance a prime 
necessity, if the work of re- 
forming and elevating the freedmen was 
to be continued The state, although 
nominaily bound to furnish sehools tor 
the colored population, had made very 
little provision to that end. A few co! 
ored schools were Maintained for three 
mouths of each year, but the number o! 
these was grossly inudequate, and in 
many cases the tbree months’ schouling 
dwindled inte one. The present schoo!) 
commissioner of Georgia had of late been 
enceavoring to increase the number and 
quality of the schools,. but the popular 
prejudice was so much against them that 
it was found alinost impossible to effect 
apything. White teachers could not be 
fovod fur the work, and thecolored men 
who were capable were excluded on the 
most frivolous pretexts. The col- 
ored graduates of the Atlante 
university, Of which he was president, 
were rejected by the,local school commis- 
sioners because they labored under the 
disability of being «ducrted at an insti- 
tution where the white and black 
teachers sat down at the same table. 
Tbe same spirit of ostracism and exclu- 
sion prevailed almost everywhere. A 
white lady from Illinois, who came down 
as a teacher among the blacks of middle 
Georgia after the war, was driven from 
the hotel in the town where she stopped, 
refused admission to private houses, and 
forced to take up her residence in a ne 
gro cabin, Perhaps after all theee years 
she might he allowed to stopat the hotel, 
but the social hatred syalust her would 
as strong as ever. 

The speaker then «!'aded to the mate- 
rial condition cf the negroes, which was 
the poorest compatib'e with existence. 
Wages were down to starvation rates, 
and were kept there by combinations on 
the part of the planters and employers. 
In the proceedings of a convention of 
grangers, recorded in the Columbus In- 
qvirer of Jan. 5 last, it was stated in an 
exultant manner that the wages of men 
had at last been cut down to $60 per 
year, including rations, aud those of a 
woman to $2v.

INVESTIGATING SPENCER. 

As was stated, the Spencer investiga. 
tion was renewed to-day. Robert Bar- 
ber, a clerk in the house of delegates of 
the so calied court house legislature, 
testified that Spencer promised him ihe 
appointment of marghal when Healey’s 
term expired. The promise was made 
long after he had begun to labor for 
Spencer. ‘The night before the election 
witness kept putrd over two coloréd re- 
publicans who were feared vo be disaf- 
tected, and in the morning be told them 
in the presence of Spencer that Spencer 
hed made up bis mind to get them an 
office. 8S encer said he couldn’t make a 
direct promise, but there was a route 
agency vacant on the Western railroad. 
They subsequently voted for Spencer 

The question was asked, if Spencer 
furnished any money to take a journey 
to Lowndes county, and to this ex-Senae 
tor Carpenter, counsel! for Speacer, ob- 
jected, on the ground that no proof can 
be given before the committee showing 
that any one had been bribed, and that 
bribery wus punishable by that state. 

The witness was directed to answer, 
and did £0 by stating that Spencer fur- 
niehed one of the parity $800 for ex- 
penses. The reason they went there 
was to defeat a man vamed Stanwood, 
who was ao enemy Of Spencer’s. Moore 
the colored man who was elected in his 
place, was also entrusted to go into otb- 
er counties and induce persons to run as 
independent candidates—the expeuses 
of the caucus to be paid by Spencer or 
the state executive commitiece, he forgets 
whichs He introduced several letters, 
and read One from Spencer, dated Nov 
24, —, saying: ‘‘Healey’s time soon ex- 
pires and you shail have the piace, and 
th: office will be worth $5,000 & year.” 
The letter adds, that in case the United

of patronage as he (Spencer) won the 
military committee of the senate and 
can thus get many offices, tc ling Barber 
that he eould get him a good 
place futhe army if he wanted one The 
witness said that he was appoipled as 
inspector of custutis at Mobile at a salary 
of $2 50 per day, althoug. he never 
applied for it. He thinks Spencer got the 
appointment for lim. He never went to 
Mobile, and never rendered any service, 
hut drew his pay and held the position 
fer three months. 

The witness having mentioned a ramor 
he had heard that the democrats ¢ ffered 
a member named Jones $500 toleaye the 
state house legisjJa‘ure and break its 
quorum, wus asked whether Spencer did 
vot give Jours money to remain, in reply 
stated that in the presence of Spencer he 
once proposed that it would be well to 
offer Jones $2,500 or anything else to 
prevent his going, but Spencer did act 
consent.
